| behengceng R 25 will mark the begin 
ning of a new phase in long-range 
commercial aviation—the most important 
perhaps since civilian airlines first began 
fiving passengers the Atlantic 
That is the date chosen for inaugural 
flights both ways in Scandinavian Air 
lines System's transpolar service between 
Copenhagen and Los Angeles, with 
fuelling stops in Greenland and at Winni- 
peg.
